now bo said. The quotations given 
clay by Jay in these columns uve mif- 
flcient coniniont of themselves ou tho 
current state of the market. Never- 
theless, there uve other indications 
outside of the transactions in stocks 
which are of a very hopeful charac- 
ter. Tho money market is on the 
let-loose. Coin is accumulating. The 
amount now held by the bank in San 
Francisco is fully equal, if not in ex- 
cess, of the ordinary demands of bus- 
iness men on the coast. This is a 
promising feature in the face of the 
times, for as soon as an excess is ao- 
cunrulated and confidence restored, 
this money must find its way into the 
channels which open to investments 
in stocks, and other speculations 
which promise good returns. It lias 
been very truthfully remarked that 
THEBE 18 PLENTY MONEY TO LOAN TO 


THOSE WHO DO NOT WANT IT. 


This simply means that moneyed 
men are as yet wary and hold the 
purse-strings tightly, but that to 
those who have an abundance of 
securities, and those who are unques- 
tionably good pay, and who can af- 
ford to do without it, there is plenty 
of money to be had for the asking. 
Confidence is, therefore, needed as 
much as capital. With the accumij- 
lation of coin, especially in advance 
of tho wants of business men, both 
confidence and investments will in- 
crease and the road be opened to still 
other avenues of investment. When 
this is done the demand for stocks 
will bo greatly increased, for mining 
investments are as legitimate as those 
in corner lots. There is

SUPREME COURT DECISION.—Tho 


case of S. C. Fogus vs. Ward and 
Harrison has been decided by the 
Supreme Court. 
The only point 


sought for in the case was to arrive 
at the interpretation of tho bungling- 
ly-di'fi\vn deed. M. C. Lake deeded 
•an undivided one-half of a certain 
water ditch and flume to S. C. Fo- 
gus, but the last clause of the deed 
contained a provision including "all 
the water in the 
Truckeo River 


which may or can be led or conveyed 
through said ditch or flume, oreither 
of them, or as the same may be en- 
lorgod at the cost, charge and ex- 
pense of the party of the second part, 
hi« heirs and assigns." The District 
Court construod this to moan that 
tho title to the whole ditch and flumo 
was convoyed, and gave judgment 
for plaintiffs. 
The Surpeme Court 


construed it to mean that an undi- 
vided interest was conveyed, with the 
accompanying right to plointiffto en- 
large the ditch and flume as much as 
ho pleased; and tho decision of the 
lower Court is reversed.

The 
amount now held by the bank in San 
Francisco is fully equal, if not in ex- 
cess, of the ordinary demands of bus- 
iness men on the coast. This is a 
promising feature in the face of the 
times, for as soon as an excess is ao- 
cunrulated and confidence restored, 
this money must find its way into the 
channels which open to investments 
in stocks, and other speculations 
which promise good returns. It lias 
been very truthfully remarked that 
THEBE 18 PLENTY MONEY TO LOAN TO 


THOSE WHO DO NOT WANT IT. 


This simply means that moneyed 
men are as yet wary and hold the 
purse-strings tightly, but that to 
those who have an abundance of 
securities, and those who are unques- 
tionably good pay, and who can af- 
ford to do without it, there is plenty 
of money to be had for the asking. 
Confidence is, therefore, needed as 
much as capital. With the accumij- 
lation of coin, especially in advance 
of tho wants of business men, both 
confidence and investments will in- 
crease and the road be opened to still 
other avenues of investment. When 
this is done the demand for stocks 
will bo greatly increased, for mining 
investments are as legitimate as those 
in corner lots. There is

Which is of unusual significance,

healthy fix finuncinlly. The Reno 
JOUKNAIJ published yesterday 
the 


report of the county, from which we 
learn that the total net indebtedness 
of the county is §13.387 89, while 
tho Treasurer's report, published in 
the same paper, shows that the coun- 
ty has 817,981 91 in the Treasury, 
from which we conclude that, as long 
as tho Central Pacific rnns through 
that county, as long as alfalfit con- 
tinues to grow and the Comstock to 
need supplies, so long will Washoe 
county prosper. 
Tho town, of Eeno 


is beginning to become a manufac- 
turing center. A large tannery and 
flour mill in operation there, a pow- 
der factory is soon going up and 
there is plenty of water power for 
turning tho machinery of woolen 
mills, paper mills, and a vast variety 
of other works. The State Prison ia 
growing steadily; the schools are 
flourishing; there are a great many 
young ladies in town who might, 
perhaps, if satisfactory considerations 
were offered, be prevailed upon to 
superintend a China cook and a 
ladies' maid; tho climate is splendid; 
the county officers honest; the other 
end of tho Virginia & Truckeo Rail- 
read is located there; a railroad will 
by and by connect Reno with a good 
country to the north; good ore is 
liable to be found when deeper ex- 
plorations are made in Peavine; and 
altogether, Reno is ono of the most 
prosperous of Virginia City's sub- 
urbs.— Virginia Enterprise of Satur- 
day. 


SUPREME COURT DECISION.—Tho 


case of S. C. Fogus vs. Ward and 
Harrison has been decided by the 
Supreme Court. 
The only point 


sought for in the case was to arrive 
at the interpretation of tho bungling- 
ly-di'fi\vn deed. M. C. Lake deeded 
•an undivided one-half of a certain 
water ditch and flume to S. C. Fo- 
gus, but the last clause of the deed 
contained a provision including "all 
the water in the 
Truckeo River 


which may or can be led or conveyed 
through said ditch or flume, oreither 
of them, or as the same may be en- 
lorgod at the cost, charge and ex- 
pense of the party of the second part, 
hi« heirs and assigns." The District 
Court construod this to moan that 
tho title to the whole ditch and flumo 
was convoyed, and gave judgment 
for plaintiffs. 
The Surpeme Court 


construed it to mean that an undi- 
vided interest was conveyed, with the 
accompanying right to plointiffto en- 
large the ditch and flume as much as 
ho pleased; and tho decision of the 
lower Court is reversed.
